Extraét from a Thank{giving Sermon, delivered in the County of Middlefex. 


** DJEACE is one of the greateft bieffings 
“that man can enjoy t Like health it 
fweetens ai] our other enjoyments.—A time 
of peace is peculiarly favourable te exercifes 
of religion and humanityour common Lord 
is fttled the Prince of Peace: He came to 
give peace on earth—to bring the children of 
men into a ftate of peace with God, and 
peate with one another ; and he hath pro- 
nounced a blefling on the peace-maker. 

Whea we have tranquillity of mind, and 
are in no danger from our fellow men, it is 
good and pleasant to meet together, and with 
one heast and voice, prefent our thankégiv- 
ing,and praife to the common Father of all, 
for the bounties of his providence, and the 
riches of his grace. 

When we are at peace with all mankind, 
we with well to a)] mankind ; we defire, and 
we endeavour to promote the bappine/s of all 
mankind. But when any of our brethren 
rife up again& usand feek our hurt, it isex- 
tremely difficult to exercife that tender af- 
fection, which God has implanted in the 
human breaft, and when it meets with no 
difturbance, feeks the good of the whole — 
When any of our fellow men feck to deprive 
as of what we highly vaiue, our mind is dit 
hurbed ; when injured we are angry ; when 
attacked, we refilt ; when in danger of being 
killed, we endeavour to kiil our adverfary. 
While refitting the unlawful attacks of our 
fellow men—while endeavouring to deftroy 
thofe who are feeking our deftrudion, it is 
almo®, if not altogether impoffible, toculti- 
wate thofe benevolent and humane aftect- 
ions, which are the glory of our mature. 

Peace is favovrable to religion=to learn- 
ing—to the liberal artsmto agriculturomand 


to commerce with the nations of the earth. 
—We all adopt the words of David, and fay, 
I am for Peace, We love peace : We pray 
for peace : Give us peace, O Lord, give us 
peace in our day, and let the bieflings of peace 
ipread over the whole world. 

But when we are for peace, there are others 
for wars When we pray for peace, there are 
forme who feck our hurt—who will not fuf- 
fer us to enjoy fo rieh a biefling, uniefs we 
allow them to fport with our liberty, and o- 
verthrow the pillars of our | nee eee 

Permit me to make a few obfervationa 
on the nature of fociety and government in 
general 5 and I truft it will appear that thofe 
peopie who are at prefent difturbing the peace 
of this Commonwealth, are enemies to ail 
government, and that their condu@ tends 
direCtly to anarchy and to defpotifm. 

Man, in a ftate of nature, that is, before 
fociety is formed, has a right to what he oc- 
cupies, and to all the fruits of his labour.<- 
Beiore individuals enter into a ftate of focie- 
ty, if one encroaches upon another, and takes 
away any part of his pofleffions, the injured 
may feek fatisfaétion in his own way.—If 
one falls upon another, and to avenge him- 
Self for fome former injury, or to increafe 
his own intereft, flays his neighbour, the 
kindred: of the flain, may feize upon the 
murderer, and put him to death, without 
judge or jury. And therefore, before civil 
fociety is formed, individuals in a ftate of 
nature, are at no charge to fupport govern- 
ment. No affefiments are made upon them 
to pay rulers or judges—-to maintain minif- 
ters of ftate, or minuers of religion ;—every 
man is the ruler, the judge, and the prieft of 
his own family This is the natural ftate of 
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liberty, which is prior to civil fociety, and 
rhaps fome will imagine it is a ftate great- 
i to be defired. ‘To enjoy perfect liberty, 
to have the difpofal of our whole property, 
to be reftrained by no laws, to be called up- 
on for no taxes, may appear delightful be- 
yond expreffion, to thote who. do not attéad 
to the dangers and miferies té which indj- 
viduals are expofed in a ftate of nature. 

Such is the nature of all. animals with 
which we have an acquaintance, that the 
ftrong and more crafty take the advantage 
of the weak and fimple: This is thehature 
of man.—Men no fooner began to multiply, 
than they began to injure one another—y, 
Were it not for the lawsof faciety, we thould 
not be a moment fecure from the attacks of 
thofe who had an eye upon our property, who 
withed to deprive us of our poficflions, or of

Where then are the charms of perfe& 
natural liberty, if thofe who are poffeffed of 
it, are every momient expofed to the p< 
of the violent and crafty ? Of what value is 
this perfeet liberty to a man, who Knows it 
is in the power, and who fears it is tlie in- 
tention alfo of fome of his neighbours, to 
ftrip him of his coperty, and make him a 
flave for life ?-—This fate of perfect natural 
liberty, is therefore a ftate of conftant anxie- 
ty, and expofed to perpetual war. 

Hence individuals have wifely thought 
of entering into focial compaé, and bindin 
themfelves by the ftrffigelt ties, to defen 
> roteét one another. a is the origin 
of civil government, as oppofed to 
natural tiberty on the Poort 5 and the ab- 
folute dominion of the ftrong on the orber. 

And here you fee, when men volunta- 
rily eritér into fociety, they muft give up 
fome part of their natural liberty.In a 
ftate of nature, no individual has a right to 
call upon his neighbour for fupport,, when 
attacked by the violent of the earth. But 
when men enter into fociety, and mutuall 
engage to defend one another, fociety hat 
a right to call forth al) its members for the 
common defence ; yea, if an individual onl 
is attacked, fociety hath a right to call fo 
fuch a force as fhali be fufficient to defend 
an injured member, and recover damages 
for what fuch member hath fuffered. 

When fociety is formed, in order to its 
perfection, it muft be furnifhed with proper 
officers: Thofe officers have their powers 
defined by the conftitution and laws of the 
fociety. As they give their fervices to the 
publick, it is but reafonable they fhould have 
an allowance out of the labours of the peo- 
ple, or the publick revenucs=—-When the 
members of fociety, cither in their own per- 
fon, or by their reprefentative, properly au- 
thorifed to aét for them, ftipulate with their 
officers, from the higheit to the loweit, to 
perform certain dutics, for a certain confi- 
deration, thofe agreements are as bindin 
as any obligations can be; and while the of. 
ficers perform their duty, a refufal on the 
fide of the people, to make the ftipulated al- 
lowance, is no Jef$ unjuft and criminal, than 
for a mar in private capacity, to refufe pay- 
soe what he had promifed for his

A $ you have informed*the public that 
you carly ftepped forth and cheerfu 
fought for liberty ; and that liberty is the 
objet you ftili havein view, even whilft (in 
an unlawful, hoftile aad tyrannical manner) 
you are endeavouring to prevent the fitting 
of the Courts of Common Pleas ; I with you 
would likewife inform the publick what that 
liberty is which has fo long been the objet 
of your purfuit. For I am apprehenfive from 
your purfuing her fo long in vain, that you 
either feek her in the wrong place--do not 
know her when you mect her—or, that the 
finds you unworthy of her favours, and dif- 
dains to be courted by you. If natural Jib- 
erty be the obje€t of your purfuit, you ought 
tofeck her amongft the wild uncultivated fav- 
ages, and not in civilized couritries ; for the 
barbarous Elf abhors fociety. ‘ But if you de- 
fire civil liberty (that amiableGoddefs which 
all rational beings with for, and without whofe 
refence life is not worth preferving) feek 
or her in the conftitution: and laws of the 
Commonwealth of Maffachufetts ; and there 
you will find her, unlefs the has lately been 
trighted from thente. by tyrants, mobs or 
riots, which are her greate{t enemies, and 
inconfiftent with her very nature; which is 
faid to confift in the power of doing whatfo- 
ever the pleafeth, which is not forbidden by 
the laws of the fociety to which fhe belongs ¢ 
As natural liberty conlifteth in the power of 
doing whatfoever one pleafeth, which is not 
forbidden by the law of nature. Natural 
liberty and civil liberty are fo inconfiftent 
with each other, that no man can enjoy them 
both at the fame time. ‘** But every man, 
when he enters into fociety, gives up a part 
of his natural liberty as the price of fo valu- 
able a purchafe ; and in confideration Of re- 
ceiving the advaatagesof mutual commerce, 
obliges himfelf to conform to thofe laws 
wich the community has thought proper to 
eltabiith.

STR, 
S it is the intention of the King to fa- 
vour as much as poffible the com- 
merce of the United States, I have the ho- 
nour to Communicate to you the meafures 
that have been taken on this febject. 

By a letter of the oth of January 1784, to 
the Marquis de la Fayette, I informed him 
that inftead of two free ports promifed by the 
treaty with the United States, the King had 
determined to grant them four; I gave him 
hopes at the fame time, that I would dire& 

attention to the cuftom houfes, and to 
the different duties, which are prejudicial to 
commerce, odferving however, that this ob- 
je@ demanded long inveftigations, which are 
net yet compleated. By another letter I in- 
formed him that his Majefty had icin. 
the duties upon the exportation of 
and I expeéted that this fuppreffion would 
be ufeful to the American commerce. I 
promifed in the fame letter, that the duties 
of the admiralty payable by an American 
veffel on her arrival in a French port thould 
be diminifhed and reduced to a fingle duty, 
regulated according to the humber of mafts 
and not by the uncertain eftimation of mea- 
furement. . This reduétion requires a per- 
fe& knowledge of all the duties paid in our 
ports, and as they are of various kinds, the

the pubiick tranfactions, are generally 
eafy, fabmiflive to thofe who are clothed 
with conftitutional duthority, obedient 
tothe laws, with for theadminiftration of 
juitice ; and. if they arm theméelves, it is 
not to iniult judges, or to fubvert the 
laws and conftitution, but to fupport juf- 
tice and order ; to defend themfelves and 
the community from the threats and vi- 
olences of deluded citizens, or lawlefs 
wretches; or to apprehend and fecure thofe 
riagieaders, whote deitgns and practices 
are hoftile and dangerous to the well-be- 
ing of the commonwealth, and to the lives 
as, well as properties of individuals. If 
our rulers, who are chofen by ourfeives, 
and only fer one year, have violated the 
conttitation, become opprcffors, and have 
laid burdens on their cooftituents which 
they are not able to bear, and which 
themfeives will not move with one of their 
fingers, and all toennich themfelves, haw 
is it that the moft remote and obfcure in- 
habitants of the commonwealth, and thofe 
comparatively but few in number, thould 
be the firtt to find it out, and complain of 
it; and thofe who live in the moft con. 
fpicnous and belt educated’ towns, are 
ignorant of it, or eafy under it ? If there 
is publick and general oppreffion, why 
is it not generally felt, expoied and re- 
fented ? Or can it be pretended that thofe 
who complain, the fcattering inhabitants 
of fome remot; towns, are Sigled out to 
bear the intolerable burden, while the 
rett of their fellow citizens are exempt ? 
Or will it be faid that the grievances are 
univerfal, but they only have fagacity to 
fiad them out, or Courage to refent them? 

On the whole, is it nat.to be feared, is

I would here juit premiie, that the fol- 
lowing relation of, and obfervations upon, 
the conduét of members of Convention, are 
not in confequence df any perfonal enmity I 
bear them; neither do they proceed from 
the leat with I have to injure them ;. but 
from a rea) defire‘of being in fome degree 
inftrumental in the reftoration of peace to a 
difturbed community, by undeceiving a num- 
ber of honeit, well-difpoied men among us, 
who have unwarrantably, and very incau- 
tioufly, though with honeft intentions, giv- 
en their fuftrages for members of Convention ; 
not having the leait apprehenfion of the per- 
nicious confequences that might enfue- 

1 thall now e€ndeavour with candour, to 
point qut to thofe good men a few initances, 
wherein, I think, they have grofsly misjudg- 
ed of Conventions, and difcover to them 
fome atts of conventional perfidy ; in ho 
theseby, to induce them to corre&t what 


they have done amifs, in choofing memberg.- 


of Convention, by immediately difmifii 

them. 1 shall omit any objervations that 
might juftly be made upon the unconftitu- 
tionality of thefe Conventions, as enough 
has already been faid by the Hon. Chief 
Juttice, in his late moft excellent charge to 
the Grand Jury, in Middlefex county; to 
which 1 would beg leave to refer them. 
Thefe honeft men have confidered the views

furd. I confider the Sforgents, coliedive: 
ly, a fet of deluded, mifguided wretches, to- 
tally under conventional influence, and oug hit 
to be confidered’in the fame relation to the 
prefent county Conventions, as a man who 
commits 2 murder, does to a perfon who ic 
cretly encourages him to do it, and at the 
fame time is publickly per mnt againt the 
crime. This idea, perhaps, at firlt View, - 
may appear fumewhat furprifing : to ‘thofe 
ood men who have thus contr the de- 
ie of Conventions and Mobs: Bat J pre- 
fume, that if after divefting themfelves of . 
prejadice, they will duly confider the con- 
duct of thofe bodies, and compare each part 
with the other, they will very ‘readily dif.

Now, if the foregoing ftatement, be a 
ftatement of faéts, which | have got the ieatt 
doubt of, being perfonally knowing io fome 
of them, and having fach evidence of the 
reft, as puts it beyond all doubt, in my mindt 
1 fay, if thefe are faéts, muft-we not from 
hence infer, that County Conventions have 
been the fole caufe, and origin of ali thole 
infurreCtions, and enormities, lately ¢oin- 
mitted within this Commonwealth :—Aad 
is it not manifeftly evident, that among o- 
ther bafe and wicked machinations, they 
have been contemplating a total fubverfion 
of the prefent government ?-—And have ticy 
not been endeavouring, by falie reprefenta- 
tion, and clamour, to alienate the affe€tions 
and confidence of the people, from the offie 
cers of governmeet, (though of their own 
choofing) ia order to carry their baie and ne- 
farious Fa into execution ? To concludes 
if county Conventions have been pwcudtive 
of fo much diforder and mifchief among us, 
is it not a duty incumbent on the inhabit- 
ants of every town, who have been fo far dup- 
ed by thofe defigning men, as to chooie them 
into office ; immediately to call meetings in 
their refpetive towns, and difmiis them ;
